Cuban Killed 
InAttemptTo 
Hijack Plane

HAVANA AAP)—Enemies of Fi­ 
del Castro attempted to hijack a 
Cuban airliner in flight Wednes­ 
day. A gun battle erupted on 
board and three persons — in­ 
cluding the pilot—were killed and 
six were wounded. The copilot 
crash-landed in a sugar cane field. 
The twin-engine plane, owned by 
the nationalized Cuban airlines 
Aerovias 
Q, 
had 
53 
persons 
aboard when it set out from Ha­ 
vana’s Rancho Boyeros 
Airport 
Wednesday. It was heading for 
the Isle of Pines, off Cuba's south 
coast. 
Five minutes after takeoff, the 
hijackers attempted to force their 
way into the pilot’s cabin and 
take over the plane, presumably 
in hopes of heading for the United 
States. 
CAPTAIN KILLED 
When the crew and two guards 
resisted, gunfire broke out. Au­ 
thorities reported the hijackers 
fired first and one of the first 
shots killed the plane’s captain, 
Luis Alvarez Regato. 
The other dead were one of the 
military guards, Silvino Sanchez 
Almaguer, and one of the hijack­ 
ers, who was not identified. 
Havana Radio did not broadcast 
news of the incident until this 
morning, hours after it happened. 
While the gunfight went on in 
the main cabin and terrified pas­ 
sengers ducked for cover, the 
wounded copilot, Alberto Bayo, 
managed to crash-land safely in 
a field. The landing gear and 
propellers were smashed.

Death came to the general as 
an ambulance rushed him to Wal­ 
ter Reed Army Hospital. He had 
suffered the attack at his home 
here. 
Smith served the government 
in various posts for 43 years. It 
honored him as few men in his­ 
tory have been honored —with 
four distinguished Service medals. 
ROSE THRU RANKS 
As a soldier, Smith rose from 
a private in the Indiana National 
Guard to coordinator of the en­ 
tire planning of the invasion of 
North Africa and Normandy in 
World 
War 
II. 
He 
was 
Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower s chief of 


staff through most of the war 
the team becoming known as “Ike 
and Beetle.” 
Later, 
when 
Eisenhower 
be 
came President in 1953, the team 
was revived as Smith became un 
dersecretary of state, second in 
command and sometime stand-in 
for Secretary John Foster Dulles 
Between the war and his ap­ 
pointment to be undersecretary 
Smith, who described himself as 
without political leanings or in 
citations, served under President 
Harry S. Truman as ambassador 
to Moscow. Later, Truman named 
Smith director of the Central In 
telligence Agency. 
After leaving government serv 
ice Smith became vice chairman 
of American Machine and Foun 
dry Co. and president of AMP 
Atomics, Inc.

Itinerant French Artist Hijacks Jetliner 
With 83 Aboard, Force PlaneTo Havana 
Where It Is Released On Castro's Order 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy announced today 
that border patrolmen will be as­ 
signed to a number of airplanes 
to guard against new hijacking 
incidents. 
As a further precaution, Kenne­ 
dy said, doors to the pilot's cabin 
will be locked and the key held 
inside. 
Kennedy also told a news con­ 
ference that he hopes other gov­ 
ernments will exercise all 
the 
means at their power to control 
what he called these "exercises 
in futility." 
Earlier, the White House had 
requested “prompt” return oI the 
jet and passengers.

Castro—reported mortified at this 
latest act of air piracy—personal­ 
ly ordered the plane released and 
flown to Miami. 
HIJACKER HELD 
The hijacker, identified as Al­ 
bert Charles Cadon, 27, an itiner­ 
ant French artist and New York 
City restaurant worker, was taken 
from the plane by Cuban militia 
and held in Havana. 
The FBI 
later said he had a long record 
of mental disturbance. 
Cadon, described by crew mem­ 


bers as having a maniacal look 
in his eyes, was quoted as say­ 
ing: "I am not a Communist and 
not a Cuban. I do not like the way 
Washington interfered in the Al­ 
gerian situation. I am taking this 
means to show my protest.” 
Among 
the 
73 
passengers 
aboard the airliner was Colom­ 
bian Foreign Minister Julio Cesar 
Turbay Ayala—an outspoken foe 
of the Castro regime. Cuban of­ 
ficials said, 
however, that the 
quick release of the plane, pas­ 
sengers and crew was in defer­ 
ence to him. 
PAN AM PLANE 
The latest victim of piracy in 
the skies was Pan American flight 
501 between Houston, Tex., and 
Panama City, Panam a, via Mexi­

Cadon announced: "I am an ex 
tremist and a revolutionist. There 
are many of us.” 
Copilot Sam Enfield said Cadon 
told of having two children in 
Paris and a wile in New York. 
He said he’d arrived in Mexico 
City earlier in the day by bus. 
Enfield said the hijacker de­ 
manded by radio that Havana 
send out an air escort, but the 
control tower turned him down. 
The copilot pointed Havana out 
to Cadon. whereupon the hijacker 
said: "I have never been there 
before. I don’t know.” 
SOUVENIR BULLETS 
Convinced finally that the plane 
was in Havana, Cadon emptied 
his gun and passed out the bullets 
as souvenirs to the crew. 
Turbay said, "The Cuban mil­ 
itia then boarded the plane and 
disarmed the hijacker. I saw him 
clearly then. 
He was a young 
man, about 24. very nervous, and 
carried a Spanish pistol.” 
Cadon was held in Havana. The 
aircraft and the other passengers 
were cleared for a return to Mi­ 
ami about three hours later but 
were delayed for several addition­ 
al hours. Ballard attributed this 
to Castro’s entertaining the Co­ 
lombian foreign minister.

The Gettysburg Fire Depart­ 
ment, meeting Wednesday eve­ 
ning art Recreation Park, voted 
to purchase a new fire truck et 
a cost of $13,178. 
The new 24-foot-long vehicle will 
replace (he present 20-year-old No. 
3 fire engine and is designed par­ 
ticularly for combating grass and 
woods fires and for us# in the 
countryside 
“off 
hard 
surface 
roads.” The new vehicle will not 
only have the regular pump for 
throwing water from hydrant* or 
streams but also will 
have a 
pump attached to the booster tank 
to permit water to be thrown on 
grass or woods fires while the 
truck moves along the edge of 
the fire. The vehicle will also have 
a chassis much heavier than that 
normally provided for the weight 
(rf the fire truck body to be con­ 
structed on it in order to provide 
much greater power than usual 
for fire equipment.

34 British Youths Killed 
In Norway Plane Crash

STAVANGER, Norway (AP) — 
Thirty-four British schoolboys en­ 
route to a holiday in Norway died 
Wednesday night in a chartered 
British airliner that crashed and 
burned on a Norwegian mountain­ 
side 
during 
a 
fierce 
coastal 
storm. 
The other Britons aboard the 
twin-engine Vickers Viking—Two 
schoolmasters, two pilots and a 
stewardess—died with them. 
A helicopter pilot sighted the 
wreckage of the plane at dawn 
15 miles from Stavanger, on a 
mountain in the rugged Ryflyke 
Fiord area of Norway’s southwest 
coast. 
HIT MOUNTAIN 
The plane hit about 30 feet be­ 
low the top of the 1,870-foot moun­ 
tain and apparently exploded on 
impact. One wing, virtually in­ 
tact, was hurled 300 yards. The 
broken fuselage hung from the

Gen. Gideon Hausner ended 
the summation of his case against 
Adolf Eichmann today with a plea 
for a “just and truthful” verdict 
that the former Gestapo officer 
“acted 
willingly, 
lustfully 
and 
zestfully to the very end.” 
“Adolf Eichmann acted for the 
perpetration of these crimes with 
which he is charged in the most 
extreme and merciless way con­ 
ceivable,” Hausner told the three 
judges who will decide whether 
Eichmann bears major responsi­ 
bility for the Nazi slaughter of 
six million Jews. 
Hausner did not demand the 
death penalty—the maximum pro­ 
vided in Israeli law under which 
Eichmann 
Is 
charged—because 
the Anglo-Saxon procedure opera­ 
tive in Israel’s courts does not 
permit such a demand until the 
defendant is convicted. 
DEFENSE ON MONDAY 
Monday, Eichmann’s West Ger­ 
man defense counsel, Robert Ser­ 
v a l s , will sum up his defense. 
He is expected to take only one 
day. 
The eourt will then recess for 


It is 
expected lo return its verdict in 
October.

WANNSEE MINUTES 
“We have the minutes of the 
Wannsee Conference which devel­ 
oped the plan for the physical de­ 
struction <rf the Jews,” Hausner 
declared. 
“We see from these minutes 
that Eichmann w-as present at the 
meeting and that Reinhard Heyd- 
rich’s authority for the final solu­ 
tion of the Jewish problem was 
accepted there.” 
The prosecutor paused for a 
moment,

to 
Eichmann 
seated in the glass-enclosed pris­ 
oner’s dock, and said: “We also 
see from the evidence that Heyd- 
rich chose Eichmann as his No. I 
representative in carrying out the 
Wannsee decisions.” 
Eichmann sat with his 
hands 
folded in his lap, rarely taking 
his eyes from the prosecutor. Oc­ 
casionally he wrote on a large 
pad before him.

For Amateur Astronomers 


Amateur astronomers and other 
sky watchers of the Adams County 
area will come into their own to­ 
night through August 13. hut they 
will have to stay u p late or get I 
up very early to see the climax ct * 
the show. 


For 
August is the month of j 
meteors. 
It owes its reputation 
chiefly to the Perseid swarm. The j 
five-day display will reach its cli-J 
max rn the early morning hours 
of August 12. Then the earth is 
showered with ton* of debris from 
space. Pieces range in size from 
a grain of sand to a pea. They 
steak across the sky every min­ 
ute by the hundreds and thous­ 
ands. 
The speed with which the me­ 
teors fall generates great 
heat 
from 
air friction, the 
National 
Geographic Society says. They be­ 
come white-hot and often leave 
bright trails of incandescent gas 
Old Faithful of meteor showers, 
the Perseids were first recorded in 
36 AD. 
Unlike other 
swarms, 
which wheel around the sun in 
clusters, they form a stream that 
fills their entire orbit with dust 
and pebbles. Each year in August 
fhe 
earth 
passes 
through 
this 
cosmic river and is rewarded by 
a rare display of skyrockets. 
BORN FROM COMETS 
In 1862. Italian astronomer Gio­ 
vanni Schiaparelli was observing 
a faint, unspectacular comet. He 
noticed that its orbit was almost 
identical to that of the Perseids, 
and he concluded it was the orig­ 
inal source of the August display. 
Since then many other meteor 
swarms have been linked with 
comets, 
and 
astronomers 
have 
come 
to 
believe 
that 
meteor 
streams are formed from comet 
disintegration. 
The gravitational pull of the 
large planets greatly influences 
the orbits of comets and meteors. 
It 
can and has pulled comet £ 
apart. The Perseids, how ler, do 
not approach the giant planets, 
and hence they remain the same, 
century after century. 
D IF F E R E N T FATE 


The fate ai the Leonid meteors 
was quite different. For genera­

Guevara lambasted Kennedy and 
accused the United States of plot­ 
ting to assassinate Prime Minis­ 
ter fidel Castro’s brother Rani. 
When Guevara finished speak­ 
ing, several Cuban exiles in the 
audience screamed “assassin” at 
him and two leaped on the stage 
shouting. Fists swung as security 
guards hauled the demonstrators 
from the packed chamber. 
TWO D IF F E R E N C E S 
The 120-billion resolution was 
submitted by Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Mexico and Peru. It dif­ 
fered from U. S. proposals on 
two major points. 
First, the resolution watered 
down the U. S. proposal for a 
powerful 
committee of ‘’seven 
wise men” to coordinate econom­ 
ic planning for Ijatin America. 
The five nations made dear they 
intend to plan their own economic 
programs and substituted a pro­ 
posal for an inter-American plan 
ning staff with advisory powers 
only. 
The five also junked the dis­ 
puted American scheme for an 
elaborate information and cultur­ 
al campaign to publicize the eco­ 
nomic and social reforms that 
are the aims of Kennedy’s pro­ 
gram.

This was the figure Secretary 
of the Treasury Douglas Dillon 
mentioned in his address to the 
conference Dillon stressed, how­ 
ever, that the size of the aid 
would depend largely on whether 
the Latin-American countries take 
the 
‘‘necessary 
internal 
meas­ 
ures” to insure rapid economic 
growth and development. 
The United States alread3’ had 
promised to contribute more than 
a billion dollars a year to keep 
the program going. Dillon men­ 
tioned Japan and nations in West­ 
ern Europe as potential sources 
to make up the balance.

Mother * milk and how fast 
babies grow, ocean-borne seeds 
from the tropics and a new elec­ 
tronic interpreter are subjects for 
science at work;

You apparently can't boost the 
growlh rate of a baby by increas­ 
ing the amount of protein in the 
milk it receives. 
Scientists have found that in­ 
fants on mother's milk grow just 
about as fast as those on formulas 
of cows’ milk which have twice 
or three times the amount of pro­ 
tein. 
Nature conservatively has lim­ 
ited the amount of protein in 
mother's milk of most animals, 
scientists say. This benefits the 
mother whose body does not have 
to deprive itself of nutrients to 
feed the offspring. Other studies 
have shown the limited amount of 
protein leads to a healthier off­ 
spring as well.
